Story of the Explosion. 
“Shortly at er three o'clock ye-ierday after- 
noon, the stermer Gold Dust, of the St. Luis 
8 Veksbu'g Anchor Line, met with a 
h'ful catastrophe at Hic men. Ky. she 
had just pulled out from the wharf: at that 
place on ber way to thie city and was about 
three boate leng he from the shure, when her 
botiers exploded, tearing off tbe whole uppe 
works and setting the vessel on fire, 

The greatest pa ic and confusion imme- 
diately prevailed. N-«rly all of the crew,most 
of whom were co or d, deserted the'r.o tx, 
several of them leaping iuto the river. The 
ci‘izens of Hickman attemoted to render all 

aidintheir power. Io a short time a 
numder of -k ff. were run out to the doomed 
vessel and repes vere made fast. By tne 
nafde-t kind of work the boat was landed in 
an eddy ade the town, abou: 
400 yards from the elevator, be 
low which point the explosion occurred. 
Before the buat was mede fast, the flame> 
had svreso ra idiy, ard it was evident that 
an attempt to save ber would be impossible.

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THE TELEPHONE POLE CONTEST. 


Judge Thayer Decides the Sixth Street 
Sidewalk Case, 


A Victory for the Bell Telephone 
Company. 


— — 


property-Owners' Area Privileges Sub- 
ordinate to Public Highway 
Rights—The Decision 
in Fall. 


Judge Thayer this morning rendered a de- 
cision inthe case of the Julia Building Asso- 
ciation, ners ol the Barr Block, against the 
sell Telephone Company. The Court dis 
misses the petition and denies the injunction, 
which was soughtto restrain the Telephone 
Company from placing its poles on the Sixth 
street sidewalk in tront of the Barr Dry Goods 
Building. The decision in full is as follows: 


Julia Building Association, plaintiff, va. the 
bell Telephone Company of Missouri.—Tried 
July 12 and 13, 1882. 

I. The case of Gay vs. the Mutual Union 
Telegraph Company, recently decided by the 
Court of Appeals, settles, so far as this court 18 
concerned, several of the questions which are 
presented by thecase at bar. 

In the case last referred toit was held that 
domestic triegraph and telephone companies 
have the right under section 879, R. S., 1879, to 
set their poies and stretch their wires along 
and across the public roads, streéts and wa- 
ters of the State, qualified by the condition 
that they shall not be so placed as to incom 
wmode the public in the use ef such highways. 

It was also held that the Legisiaiure has the 
power to conter such flight of user upon cor- 
porations of the kind above named. and that 
highway for 
such purpose is as legitimate as the use of the 
highway for horse or steam railway purposes. 
Owners of property abutting on the street are 
not entitled to compensation for tue new use 
or burden imposed on the highway. They are 
pot entitled to compensation (inthe event that 
all heal municipal geg ulations are complied 
with) because the location of a telegra h 01 
telephone line tn their immediate front mars 
the beauty of the street or renders it 
legs @ligible than before tor certain kinds of 
traffic.Indirect and consequential injuries of 
this sort afford no ground for relief under ex 
isting lass; but an action for damages will lie 
in behalf of an abutting proprietor if a tele 
graph or telephone line be névligently erected 
or maintained and an injury results from 
gzuch negligence. 

It was also held in Gay vs. The Telegraph 
Company that a telegraph line does not 
become a nuisance (that is an unlaw- 
ful structure) because it slightly incommodes 
the public. „elf the statute be 80 
construed (says the appellate court) as to 
prohibit the erection of poles when even slight 
inconvenience to the public would ensue, this 
would amounttoa prohibition against their 
erection in cities, * * and make the statute 
in a large measure pugatory.’’ 

It was also heidin the case last referred to 
that under the provisions ot section 888, R. 8., 
1879, and various provisions of the City 
Charter, the city of St. Louis has power to 
reguiate the erection of telegraph lines within 
the city limits, and incidentally the appellate 
court recognizes and maintains the validity of 
oruinance No. 113,604, which was passed by 
the Municipal Assembly in pursuance of the 
grant of power above mentioned. 

The foregoing rulings are applicable to the 
case at bar, and would be decisive of the issue 
were it not for the fact that the location of the 
present telephone line in front of the plaintiff's 
premises invoives an interference with an 
area wall erected under the side walk. 

The existence of thislwall anaa threatenea 
aisturbance of the seme imparts a new ques- 
tion into this case that was not directly con- 
sidered in the case above referred to, 

2. The aefe: dant herein is a telephone com- 
pany, duly incorporated under the laws ofthis 
State. 

It obtained a permit from the Board of Pub- 
lie Improvements On August 30, 1881, to erect 
a telephone line along Sixth street from Cass 
avenue to Rutger street. It is ad 
mitted by the defendant that it intends, 
unless restrained by 1:junction, to set two 
noles near the outer edge of the sidewalk in 
front of plaintiff's premises, by boring toroush 
the lag stones and for a distance of about 
seven (7) teet into an area wall Which plaintiff 

us erected at the outer edge of and under 
neath the sidewalk. 

The evidence shows, without contradiction, 
that when plaintiff built its building on the 
corner of Sixth and Locust streets, it made an 
exeavation into the street underneath the 
sidewalk and built the area wall in question, 
thereby enlarging the bes«ment of its building 
to the width ot the sidewalk. The plaintiff 
und no written permit from the city autho i- 


ties to make an excavation under the street 


or to erect the ares wal in question; but it was 
roven beyond all controversy that the city 


ut rities were fully aware the excava. 


on was being made and the wall jaid, 
nd thfat no objection was made. It furtner- 

ore appears that similar encroachments 
upon the highway have been made tor years 
past with the knowlege and acquiescence of 
the city authorities, and that this practice of 
ntilizing the space under the sidewalk for pri. 
vale Dusiness purposes has betome quite com- 
mon in the business portions of the city. 

If the defendant erectsite line along Sixth 
ret ‘‘onthe outer edge of the pavement 
just inside the curb,’’ as ordinance 11,604 pro- 
vides, it must of necessity bore into the area 
wall. The question is, has it the right todo 
to, assuming that the work is done in an 
ordinarily skillful and workman like man 


ne? 

P aintiff claime thatthe wall in question, 
theugh laid in the street, remains private 
property, and that ic cannot be inter ered 
w th or taken, even for a public use, or for the 
pubie ceonvestence, without compensation. 

The argument in bebalf of plaintiff evidently 
assumes that the right oft e publicto use a 
street is simply a right to pass over the street 
et its surface with venicies or ou foot, aad that 
subject to this e-sement the fee ot the street 
isin the abutting lot-owners, and that they 
tuay make such use Of it as they Choose, 

If this dectrine ts sound it would follow that 
lot owners might appropriate the entire space 
underneath the streets fer private use, 80 lon 
as they left a good and sufficient roadway an 
did not impair the public casement over the 
surface of tue street. Ic would also follow that 
any structure they might piace under the sur- 
face of the street could not be disturbed, 
either for the purpose of jaying sewers, gas or 
water pipes, or the tracks of steam and horse 
railways, without fil st proceeding to condemn 
the structure as private property. 

lam satisfied thatthe position assumed by 
the plaintiff’- counsel cannot be maintained. 

In m judgment the public not only have the 
right to pass over and along the street with 
vehicies and the like, but they also have tne 
right to make any other use of the soll in the 


highway, that is conducive to the public wel-
